Before the march of time, the pres¬ 
sure of circumstances, and the work¬ 
ing of Nature’s rule that Man never 
IS, but al-jvays TO BE blest, we find 
ourselves as people and a farming 
community leaving behind us a great 
many of the pioneer ways, and ideas 
of our pioneer days In the West, and 
while we enjoyed those days, when 
we are desirous of making progress 
we waste no time in regretting their 
passing, to do so being but to retard 
our progress seeing that looking- back¬ 
wards, is the slowest known form of 
making progress. Ten to one a criti¬ 
cal neighbour, or an adjoining dis¬ 
trict might even be hard-hearted 
enough to critisize such a form of 
progress. as being but a camou¬ 
flage for back numberism! How¬ 
ever, let us hasten to remark that 
there is nothing backnumberish about 
our particular corner of the province! 
But never has that saying regarding 
‘Man’s good times being just a. lap 
ahead of him all the time,’—been so 
plainly proven as this fall, whien a 
bounteous harvestand well fatted 
range stock promised relief from 
worry for both farmer, and shop 
keeper, only t'o be postponed again by 
below profit prices, raised freight 
hates, and stagnant markets. 

The remedy for the wheat position 
would seem to be to raise less wheat 
until the times do alter, or until we 
have grown a full-fledged-stay-with- 
the-game belief in a farmer 


face that the day of the ‘range stuff' 
is nearing its twilight and the stock 
that has been grain fed, or given 
something more than the old-time 
‘prairie wool’ finish, is the stock that 
is going t'o make the buyers bid up, 
to the satisfaction of the producers, 
and give a stablizing effect to the 
markets, while at the same time qual¬ 
ifying us to hold our own with all 
comesr, when bidding for the export 
market. • 

Part of the good that the ill wind 
of lowered grain prices blew to us, 
is the chance we have of using the 
cheap grains as a means of raising 
stock, and there is no doubt farmers 
all over tfie province will ‘eventually, 
if not sooner,, see the advantage of 
the chance, and seize upon it. 

But if it must be eventually,,—why 
not make it sooner? ' The surest 
criterion of success is the ability to 
keep a little ahead of the game, we 
knofv-Now the nucleus of most forms 
j of progress has resulted from unti- 
I vidual initiative, reinforoed and en- 
I dorsed by community enterprize and 
broadmindedness. Without these last 
the Nucleus may quickly return to 
the limbo of things forgotten, or seek 
a more nourishing environment. In 
connection with this question of ‘fin¬ 
ishing off’ our live stock in a new 
way, the directors of the Agricultural 
society had a visit from a well-known 
stock owner and buyer who after due 
reference to the demoralized state of 
the cattle markets and the advocat¬ 
ing grain feeding as at least a partial 
; remedy, suggested having a Fat Stock 
show either at Christmas or Easter.

“Nearly half the bacon that will b# 
consumed in Western Canada this 
year will he imported,” says the Nor- 
West Farmer, “hogs are reduced to 
a total of half a million head for the 
three provinces, which is about half 
the number for 1919, and the coun¬ 
try was not overstocked then. There 
is no question but that hogs are go¬ 
ing to be demand, and that relatively 
high prices will be paid for bacon 
and pork products.

When the great offensive of 191$ 
started at Amiens , the Canadian 
Corps, as 1 nearly one knows', made 
the biggest break into a straight line 
front, that has ever been accomplish¬ 
ed by any Army in the history of the 

It was while doing duty on this 
front as g Brigade to Battallion run¬ 
ner that the undermentioned inci¬ 
dent occurred. 

I was given a message to take to 
Bge. transport, and had got as far 
as the outskirts of the village that 
we were in, (Warvillere), when I 
passed a “C/own and Anchor” board 
which was, as usual, open for play. 

"Come on, m y lucky lads. Lay 
it down thick and heavy. The more 
you put down, the less you pick up. 
Heavy bn the “old Segt. Mjr”! who’s 
having a little on the Lucky old 
Sparkler?

No one on the “little old 
grave digger”? “I backed the I.o g.d 
3rd, and then waited with bated 
breath while the other players got 
through.

How Old Is Printing? 

Not long ago it was asserted on 
fairly good evidence that the ancient 
Egyptians hod some knowledge, of 
electricity. Now another “modern” 
invention has been robbed of its 
youth by a discovery in Crete. Ex¬ 
cavators have unearthed at Phacotos 
a* disk of clay six and a quarter 
inches in diameter which bears ion its 
two sides 120 figures, the earliest 
heiroglyphics used in Crete. These 
representations are stamped with a 
punch.
